PLEDGED RUSSIA 
BY HER ALLIES 


Premier Trepoff Reads to 
Duma Pact Concluded in 
1915 With Britain and 
France and Subsequently 
Adhered to by Italy. 


CONTROL OF STRAITS 
ALSO PROMISED RUSSIA 


Trepoff Says the Age-Long 
Dream of Russians for a 
Free Outlet on Open Sea 
Is Now Ready for Realiza- 


tion. 


London, December 8.—An event sur- | 


passing in far-reaching importance the 
actual military operations of tne 
war comes today in the public 
announcement by the new Russian 
premier, Alexander Trepoff, that by 
an agreement concluded in 1915 
and subsequently adhered to by 
Italy, the allies, definitely established 
Russia’s right to Constantinople and 
the straits. The existence of this 
agreement has been for a long time al- 
leged, but never before was it thus 
publicly and formally admitted. 

* Trepoff Reads Agreement. 

Petrograd, December 2.—(Via Lon- 
don, December 3.)—The semi-official 
news agency says that in the duma to- 
day Premier Trepoff read a proclama- 
tion announcing officially that an 
agreement concluded by Russia, France 
and Great Britain in 1915 and later ap- 
proved by Italy established in definite 
manner the right of Russia to the 
straits and Constantinople. 

Premier Trepoff’s announcement !s 
quoted by the news agency as follows: 

“For more than a thousand years 
Russia has been reaching southward to- 
ward a free outlet on the open sea. 
This age-long dream, cherished in the 
hearts of the Russian people, now is 
ready for réalization. 

“From the beginning of the war, 
‘wishing to spare human lives and suf- 
fering, we and our allies did our ut- 
most to restrain Turkey from mad par- 
ticipation in hostilities. Turkey re- 
ceived formal assurances guaranteeing 
her,.in exchange for neutrality, the in- 
tegrity of her territory and indepen- 
dence, and also conferring on her con- 
vention privileges and advantages. 
These efforts were vain. Turkey sur- 
reptitiously attacked us and then sealed 
her own doom. 

Russia’s Rights Conceded. 

“We then concluded an agreement 
with our allies which establishes in 
the most definite manner the right of 
Russia to the straits and Constanti- 
nople. Russians should know for what 
they are shedding blood, and, in ac- 


cordance with ovr allies, announcement 
of this agreement is made today from 
this tribune. 

“Absolute agreement on this point is 
firmly -established among the allies 
and there is no doubt that after she 
has obtained sovereign possession of 
a free passage into the Mediterranean, 
Russia will grant freedom of naviga- 
tion for the Rumanian flag, which now 
not for the first time floats in battle 
side by side with the flag of Russia. 

“T thought it my duty not to conceal 
from you the difficulties and sacrifices 
which we have still to endure in order 
to bring the present war to a victorious 
conclusion, but no difficulty and no 
sacrifice will stop Russia and her brave 
allies on’ the path of recon'struction 
and consolidation. A bright future will 
be the heritage of all nation's fight- 
ing for a just and holy cause. 

“Our heroic troops and fleet are doing 
their great work without pause. The 
first task which falls on the rest of us 
is to devote all our strength and every 
hour of our time to productive work. 
Russia needs the common labor of 
everyone, based on regular distribution 
according to individual capability. It 
is the patriotic duty of everyone, not 
to undermine the country’s power, but 
to do his utmost to ‘strengthen it. The 
history of the world has never known 
so decisive a moment. We must or- 
ganize the power of the nation and hur] 
it against the enemy. Nothing will 
resist that force. 

“Remember that, however cruel 
the enemy blows may be, the final vic- 
tory is ours. It is surely approaching 
us. Let us march united to meet it.”

Juarez, Mexico, December 3.—It was 
offically announced at military head- 
quarters today that the Carranza forces 
have reoccupied the city of Chihuahua, 
having driven the Villa bandits out. 
Telegraphic communication with Chi- 
huahua City over the federal lines has 
been re-established. 

Efforts are being made to ascertain 
the fate of Americans and other for- 


eigners. 
General Carlos Ozuna entered Chihua- 


hua City from the north at 7 o’clock 
last night, according to a telegram re- 
ceived by General Francisco Gonzales, 
brigade commander. The message from 
General Ozuna was dated Chihua- 


hua City. 

Villa Losses Heavy. 
Latest reports here are that many 
Villa followers have been captured and 


killed. 

It was announced that Villa has left 
for western Chihuahua, following trains 
of loot.

UF FIVE PERSONS 


Two of Suspects Are Taken 
From Americus to Macon 
Jail and Two Others to 
Columbus. ‘ 


FIFTH MAN: ARRESTED 
IN HOT SPRINGS, ARK. 


Wade Killed Near Ameri- 
cus on August 17, After 
Poker Game, and Body 
Thrown Into River. 


Americus, Ga., December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Two well-known Sumter county 
men were placed in jail in Macon and 
two others at Columbus today, follow- 
ing their arrest here, charged with the 
murder of Walter Wade at Americus 
on August 17. 
The fifth arrest on the murder mys- 
tery was made in Hot Springs, Ark., 
tonight, according to advices received 
by officials, in the person of John 
Ethridge. Ethridge formerly lived in 
Americus. 
Wade was a prominent planter at 
Leslie and disappeared on the date 
mentioned, his body being found in 
the Flint river eleven days later with 
a bullet through his skull. Wade had 
$300 when he left home. Wade's au- 
tomobile was found the next morning 
after the murder, abandoned and with 
blood stains on it. 
Those in jail in Macon are Warren I. 
Johnson, 44 years old, special agent for 
the Central of Georgia ruilroad, and 
Charles Chapman, Jr., 22 years old. 
Those jailed at Columbus are Dr. C. 
K. Chapman, 50 years old, a dentist, 
and Walter Johnson, 22 years old. 
Charles Chapman is a son of the den- 
tist and Walter Johnson is a brother- 
in-law of the dentist.

Johnson then told of his long record 
as an officer and declared, ‘I have 
never harmed a man in my life.” He 
added, “They have the wrong man in 
me. Of course, I can prove that T am 
not guilty, but this thing of being 
thrown into jail withove being given 
a chance to say good-by to your own 
folks and without being given a chance 
to get an overcoat for a long ride 
through the country, gets on a fellow’s:

“As to Dr, Chapman, I don’ believe 
that they have anything on him.

Washington, December 3.—Speaker 
Clark and Representative Kitchin, ma- 
jority leader of the house, assured Pres- 
ident Wilson at a white house confer- 
ence tonight that they would do all 
they could to hasten the passage of 
railroad legislation at the short ses- 
sion of the sixty-fourth congress which 
begins tomorrow at noon. 

The president summoned the house 
leaders to talk over with them the 
legislative program and to secure their 
co-operation in expediting important 
measures. Legislation to supplement 
the Adamson law, he said, was of the 
utmost importance and he asked that 
this be given precedence in consid- 
eration over all other general legisla- 


tion. 
To Economize Time. 


Realizing that three months is a short 
period for ‘consideration of general 
measures when appropriation bills also 
must be passed, the president asked the 
house leaders if they thought there 
would be time for enactment of new 
railroad laws before March 4. Both told 
him they thought there would be and 
promised to exert every effort to econo- 
mize time on other matters, 

Speaker Clark reminded the president 
that congress would have to pay strict 
attention to business and asked him 
to help at the outset to eliminate the 
usual two weeks’ holiday recess. In

The retreating Ru- 
manians at many places threw their 
cannon into gorges or hid them in the 
woods. It will require months to as- 
certain the entire amount of booty left 
behind. The cannon now are thunder- 
ing south and ‘southeast of Bucharest 
before the fortress, while from the 
southwest, west and northwest victori- 
ous German, Austro-Hungarian, Bulgar- 
ian and Turkish troops are advancing 
in Wallachia, driving before them, in 
spite of isolated tenacious resistance, 
the fragments of the beaten Rumanian 
army. Prisoners report increasing de- 
moralization among the Rumanian

‘Bucharest is crowded with refu- 


gees,” the news agency concludes. “Our 
flying report that all the roads from 
Bucharest eastward are crowded with 
fleeiag peasants and their carts, the 
line reaching to Bucan. and Braila.

Petrograd, December 3.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Russian troops have arrived on 
the front south of Bucharest and én- 
gaged in the great battle to save the 
Rumanian capital, the war office an- 
nounces. The German and Bulgarian 
troops south of Bucharest have been 
compelled to retire. The Russians and 
Rumanians have takem prisoners and 
booty, including 26 guns. Further suc- 
cesses for the Russians on the Transyl- 
vania front also are reported. 

The announcement follows: 

“In the wooded Carpathians the ene- 
my twice fiercely attacked the height 
occupied by us six versts southwest of 
Vorokhta, but was compelied to retire 
with heavy losses. He also made two 
attacks northeast and east of Kirlibaba 
which were repelled. 

“In Transylvania, in the valleys of 
the Rivers Trotus and Sulty, our at- 
tacks were successful. We occupied 
the villages of Asaul and Sulty, cap- 
turing more than 800 prisoners. 

“On the Danube front enemy attacks 
continue in the Argechu valley. In this 
region the fighting is assuming the 
character of a great battle. ‘ Under 
pressure of the enemy Rumanian troops, 
outflanked by cavalry from the south, 
are retiring in a southeasterly direc- 
tion. 

“The Rumanian operations south of 
Bucharest, with.the assistance of Rus- 
sian troops which have arrived, are 
developing successfully. 

“The Bulgarians and Germans have 


been compelled to retire. 
prisoners and booty which have not 
yet been enumerated. So far as can 
be ascertained twenty-six guns were 
taken.” 


INVADERS BEATEN 
BY RUMANIANS. 


Bucharest, December 3.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-The main body of the German 
and Bulgarian forces’‘southwest of Bu- 
charest has been defeated and driven 
back toward the south, the war office 


The Rumanians’ also were 
victorious in a battle with the Turks.

ADVANCE CONTINUES, 
ACCORDING TO BERLIN. 


Berlin, December 3.—(By Wireless.) 


The war office announcement of today 
said. that the Austro-German forces 
which were advancing on Bucharest 
had crossed the River Argechu, along 
which the Rumanians made a stand. 
A Rumanian force which attempted to 
advance southwest to Bucharest was 
outflanked and thrown back with heavy 
losses. 

The Rumanians and Russians who 
inaugurated an offensive last week 
over a long section of the front along 
the borders of Bukowina and northern 
Rumania, the statement said, have met 
with further defeats. 

The announcement follows: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: Yester- 
day was the fifth day of the Russo- 
Rumanian offensive in the Carpathians. 
The attacks were directed mainly 
against the German lines in the Car- 
pathian forests. On the Gutintomnatek, 
on the Smotrec and, with special vio- 
lence, west of Babaludova and _ fre- 
quently on the Oreteala heights, the 
Russians stormed, always without re- 
sult. Our fire made large gaps in the 
masses of the attackers. Advancing on 
the retreating enemy a German chas- 
seur detachment near Babaludova 
brought back four officers and more 
than 300 of the rank and file. Also 
east of Kirlibaba and on both sides of 
the Trotus and Oitzu valleys strong at- 
tacks failed. Several hundred prison- 
ers were taken there. 

“Front of Field Marshal von Mac- 
kensen: The battle on the Argechu 
continues, having taken thus far the 
course intended by our command. From 
Campulung and Pitechti German and 
Austro-Hungarian troops gained ground 
fighting. In the Argechu valley last 
night two battalions of west Prussian 
infantry regiment 21 with artillery, 
under command of the wounded Major 
von Richter, of field artillery regiment 
54, advanced as far as Gaechti (45 
miles northwest. of Bucharest) and 
captured six howitzers from the enemy.

“Seven aviators last night threw 
down 720 kilograms of projectiles on 
the works at Thionville and on the en- 
emy hangars and aviation camps at 
Eton, In the evening the Germans again 
discharged shells of large calibre in 
the district of Nancy.” 

London, December 3.—The official 
ters in France, issued tonight, reads: 

“Hostile artillery was active in the 
neighborhood of Les Boeufs and inter- 
mittent shelling occurred on other parts 
of the front during the day. There was 
much trench mortar activity on both 
sides in the Neuville St. Vaast and 
Hohenzollern areas and in the neigh- 
borhood of Ypres, and Armentieres. 

“Reports show that our raiding party 
last night east of Ypres besides taking 
prisoners, caused many casualties to 
the enemy.” 

Today’s statement reads: 

“During the night we raided enemy 
trenches southward of Fauquissart and 
eastward of Ypres. Otherwise there is 
nothing to report.” 


BIG GUNS BUSY. 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, December 3.—(Via Wireless.)

ALLIED “PUSH” STFLED 


IN BLOOD AND IN MUD 


Berlin Describes Somme 
Offensive—German Line 
Is Only Dented. 


So 


Berlin, December 3.—(Via Wireless 
to Tuckerton.)—‘“After five months of 
the heaviest and the bloodiest of com- 
bats,” says the Overseas News Agency, 
the Somme. Then the French conquer- 
advanced beyond ten kilometers. This 
success was attained in July south of 
the Comme. Then the French conquer- 
ed La Massoinette, in sight of the 
ancient walls of Peronne. Since this 
time, that is to say since 145-.days, the 
Offensive ceased at this place. No fur- 
ther advance could be made beyond it. 

“To the north of the Somme the ad- 
vance was slower, but steadier. On 
July 10, in this sector, fighting was 
still going on about Contalmaison, 
which had been taken by the British 
July 1, but was recaptured later by the 
Germans. After most Sanguinary bat- 
tles in July, Aguust and September the 
British, assisted by the French, finally 
succeeded in. September in advancing 
as far as the French during the first 
days in July. From this time onward 
the Germans have halted all further 
advances. The recent insignificant gains 
of terrain cannot be measured by. kili- 
meters, but by meters. 

“Of course through a big concentra- 
tion an attack can push back the de- 
fenders at isolated and narrowly limit- 
ed places, such as the British did on 
the Ancre in November. Not one of 
their objects, however, was attained— 
not even a.modest one. Nobody, not 
even on the entente side, believes any- 
thing greater than the German front 
can be broken. 

“The great offensive, which has cost 
the western powers 800,000 to 900.000 
men, has been stifled in blood and mud. 
The battle on the Somme, which was 
started with gigantic fresh armies. 
with war machines and the ammunition 
of two parts of the world will continue 
in history as the heaviest entente de- 
feat. It means a Gallipoli on the con- 
tinent.”’ 


IDEA OF ARBITRATION 
GAINING IN GERMANY 


Kaiser’s Embassy Makes Pub- 
lic Message in Regard to 
Ending War. 


New York, December 3.—"That the 
idea of arbitration” is constantly gain- 
ing ground in Germany is the opinion 
of Professor Adolf Deissmann, of the 
University of Berlin, expressed in a 
wireless message to the Rev. Charles 
S. MacFarland, general secretary of 
the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America. The message, 
made public here tonight, came through 
the German embassy. ; 

Mr. MacFarland addressed an _ in- 
quiry on the subject to Professor Diess- 
mann ‘several weeks ago in the hope. 
he said, that a reply might he received 
in time to be read at the dinner of the 
League to Enforce Peace, held in this 
city on November 24. 

Professor Deissmann, described as 
“one of the leading intellectuals in 
Germany,” answered in part as fol- 
ows: 

“Although history teaches us that 
the road leading to this goal is not 
easy, yet I venture to say that in our 
country the idea of arbitration fs gain-. 
ing ground constantly. 

“Of course, if oem to form an 
international alliance for maintainine 
lasting conditions of peace are to be 
practically realized the mental and 
spiritual atmosphere within the great 
powers must change. The gangrenous 
ulcer of hate which poisons interna- 
tional relations must be burnt out and 
the intellectual heads of nations, above 
all the Christian leaders, must under 
full recognition of the bona fides of 
their opponents be ready to forgive one 
another’s thoughts as well as words 
and deeds, whereby they have hurt 
and wounded each other. Then they 
would succeed in fully entering into the 
problem of reconstruction. 

“In creating this atmosphere whieh 
is pre-requisite to every step toward 
a better mutual understanding, nevtra! 
Christians have a great mission. Wit], - 
out pharitsiasm and by the proper at- 
titude which avoids everything that 
might pour oil on to the flames of war 
they should regard combatants as suf- 
fering brethren, nurse their wounds 
and reconsider the-attitude of their 
hearts and minds.”

“SUNDAY LAWS GOING 
TOO FAR IN MACON,” 
SAYS DR. HOLDERBY 


stressing the necessity of a 
strict observance of Sunday as a day 
of rest, Dr. A. R. Holderby yesterday 
morning told his congregation at the 
East Point Presbyterian church that 
there are certain kinds of work which 
should be allowed. 

“The Sunday laws in the 
Macon go too far,” he said.

“The Almighty has punished other 
nations for the desecration of His day,

“The laws of Georgia forbid the do- 
ing of any work on the Sabbath except 
works of necessity and mercy. 

“The railroad offices, the Sunday 
newspapers, the drug stores, the pic- 
shows and many other kinds of 
unnecessary work are being done on 
in open violation of the state 
laws. Every drug store in the state 
selling soft drinks, cigars and tobacco, 
is violating the law. These things are 
not necessary, neither is it an act of 
mercy to sell these things. ° 

“The dry goods merchants and 
grocery men have as much right 
open their places of business. AS a 
matter of fact it is much more neces- 
sary to buy clothing and groceries than 
cigars and tobacco. 

“And the Sunday picture show busi-

STUFFING BALLOT BOX

‘It is a wonderfudl spectacle, but as 
an authentic history of the worst period 
in any nation’s history in the world it 
is of more value to the teaching of that 
history than all the historical works 
ever compiled on the subject. 

“And its human interest is a beauti- 
ful detail in itself.”’

The only definite information came 
from the three little Gray children, who 
were spending the night with Mrs. Pye, 
their cousin, as their mother had ac- 
companied Mrs. Pye’s mother to Ash- 
burn. -Mrs, Gray said Pye came home 
me yt we | afternoon under the influence 
of whisky. 

The children retired about 8:30 
o’clock Saturday night, but sometime 
during the night Mavis said she was 
awakened by two pistol shots. She 
wakened the other two children and 
they stole from the house, going to 
their own home. 

The motive for the ecrlme was not 
brought out at the inquest. It devel- 
oped that Pye had purchased a pistol 
from a pawn shop Saturday after his 
return from Albany, wheres he had been 
for a week. Pye had also taken out 
an insurance policy for $200 made out 
in favor of his wife. The policy was 
dated to become effective December 4, 
1916. Pye is a mill operative.

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FEEDING THE PACKING PLANT. 
In sections where the interest in the live 

stock industry assures the success of the 

packing plant, it will practically “come to 

the farm.” 

‘That is the opinion of southern farmers 


who have passed from the experiment stage 
of live stock investment, and through prof- 
itable returns from stock raised on the farm 
at a comparatively trifling cost, have 
branched out on larger lines, 

Just as farmers of the west and south- 
west have—as The [Il Paso Herald states— 
“a way to riches” through better methods 
of stock raising, the southern farmer can 
find it—and he is ‘on the way.” 

As The El Paso Herald puts it: “The 
man who takes from three-fourths of an 
acre of alfaifa land enough to put $80 worth 
of beef on two steers is paving the way to 
a big bank account, for mortgages are the 
only things which do not thrive on such a 
man’s farm.” 

Speaking further of what has been done, 
and what can be done, by farmers who 
make a business of stock raising, our El 


Paso contemporary says: 

The county tike Union county, New 
Mexico, which ships 6,000 head of cattle, 
worth $190,000, in a month, should fur- 
nish fine prospecting for the automobile 
and jewelry salesmen. 

The stock market has no monopoly on 
sudden rises to wealth this year. Many a 
southwesterner is duplicating, perhaps 
on a smaller scale, the best Wall street 
can do, and is doing it a thousand times 
more safely. 

While this is speaking for a great stock- 
raising section of the country alone, the 
results are significant, and full of encour- 
agement for the live stock industry every- 
where. 

Duplicating—-and safely so-—“‘the best 
that Wall street can do,” is a stock raising 
record to bank on. 

Coming nearer home, The _ Louisville 
Courier-Journal quotes, in substance, from 
Farm and Family: 

Some farmers sell corn from the field, 
and their land depreciates in value as a 
result of soil mining. Better farmers 
sell their corn in the form of hogs or 

‘eattle, and their land improves. Still bet- 
ter farmers keep their land in grass and 
sell other farmers corn “on the hoof,” 
making their profit from feeding stock 
and increasing their capital by feeding 

the soil. . 


Southern farmers are in sight of better 
times when they realize that stock raising 
will not only enable them to supply outside 
markets at profitable prices, but to have, 
in addition, a home meat supply which 
keeps the money at home—money coming 
in, and comparatively little going out; “‘liv- 
ing at home” the year round. 


‘4 NEW RECORD IN SERVICE. 


Perhaps not within newspaper history 
has any feat of news gathering attracted the 
widespread favorable comment and congrat- 
ulatory reference that followed upon the 
prompt and accurate work of the Associated 
Press in furnishing the world the news of 
the recent presidential election. 

For weeks following the election congrat- 
wlatory letters and telegrams have been 
pouring in upon the management, commend- 
ing the splendid public service rendered by 
the Associated Press in handling the news 
of one of the most remarkable and closest 
elections in the history of the United States. 

What that service was is already well 
known to readers of Associated Press news- 
papers; for it was these, and among them 
The Constitution, which gave to the public 
the first accurate news of the presidential 
election, from the first count through to the 
final and definite announcement of the 
result. 

So carefully was the count in California 
followed, upon which it early became ap- 
parent the result would depend, that a re- 
checking of the vote showed a difference of 
only twenty votes from the first Associated 
Press returns. When the “flash” came from 
San Francisco at 11:24 o'clock Thursday 
night following the election, announcing 
California had gone for Wilson, the Asso- 
ciated Press put out an electoral table based 
on the returns as they then stood, showing 


Mr. Wilson's re-election; and it was scarce- 


ly ten minutes later that Republican State 
Chairman Rowell, of California, conceded 
the state to the democrats. : 

While eager newspapers in New York 
and other eastern cities were conceding the 
election to Mr. Hughes on Tuesday night 
following the election, and sending 
“guess” to their associates over the coun- 
try, the Associated Press, well aware of con- 
ditions in the west which might Sasily over- 


come the Hughes lead in the east, declined. 


to make a statement upon the result in the 
absence of definite returns warranting it. 

The result abundantly sustained the po- 
sition which the Associated Press then took, 
and more than ever established it as the 
world’s first and foremost news agency— 
first in accuracy as well as first in presenta- 
tion of the news. 

With the conditions surrounding this na- 
tional election, this feat of the Associated 
Press was undoubtedly more difficult than 
any previous undertaking like it; and in 
the splendid performance it made a new 
world record for news gathering and presen- 
tation. 

The secret of it was not only system but 
a corps of well trained news experts whose 
first and foremost instruction was, “Be ac- 
curate,” and next, “Be quick.” Speed in 
news transmission is essential, but in the 
code of the Associated Press it is as nothing 
if it means the sacrifice of accuracy or the 
disregard of truth. 

Such a system as this was not built in a 
day; it has been the work of years, but it 


has been well built and solidly. And it has | 


been built to stay because it has made truth 
in the news its foundation. 

It is news truth the public wants, de- 
mands and is entitled to have; and it gets 
it, as millions of newspaper readers have so 
well learned, from the ‘Associated Press. 


INCREASING LAND VALUES. 


The federal department of agriculture has 
undertaken to express in dollars and cents 
the increased lanc values which may be 
directly attributable to good roads con- 
The showing made and the con- 
clusions arrived at are attractive enough to 
induce every cow munity in the country to 
reach out for the material benefits which 
better roadways hring. 

To ascertain to what extent good roads 
might be a factoi in increased farm iar.d 
values, the office of public roads sent sev- 
eral of its specialists into eight counties, to 
make an economic survey covering the 
years 1910 to 1915. Four of these countie 
were located in Virginia and one each in 
New York, Texas, Alabama and Mississippi. 
The estimates of higher land values were 
made for a distance of one mile on each 
side of the roads which had been improved. 


struction. 


An interesting summary of the results , 


arrived at is given in The New York Sun: 


In Spottsylvania county, Virginia 
seven farms sold in 1912 showed an In- 
crease of from 37 to 116 per cent over 
1910 values; 1,451 acres sold in 1914 had 
increased in value $28,000, or 89 per cent. 
In Lee county farms showed an increase 
of 70 per cent; in Wise an increase from 
an average of $49.06 to $79.44. In Lau- 
derdale equnty, Mississippi, the total as- 
sessed valuation outside of the city in- 
creased more than.15 per ceat. In Dallas 
county, Alabama, the road tmprovement 
added at least $5 to each acre within 
half a mile of the road. 

In Franklin county, this state, the 
change from earth, sandy and loam 
roads to bituminous macadam, was. fol- 
lowed by an increase averaging $12.50 an 
acre. In Manatee county, Florida, a study 
of sales and real estate records indicated 
that the improved roads had added at 
least $5 an acre to the price of adjoining 
land, more than twice the value of the

Cov- 
ering similar territory along Georgia roads, 
in many instances, within a mile on each 
side, the cost of improvement becomes al- 
most a drop in the bucket in comparison 
with increased values. 

But with all that has been done there 
are still millions of acres in Georgia wait- 
ing their turn. There are Georgia farm 
lands which may be had today for a_ song, 
because they are way off the road and un- 


improved. But the moment a well-construct- ; 


ed highway puts them in quick touch with 
a good market, their values will mount 
quickly to more than double what will now 
buy them.

Albert Here to Lead Rotarians 
In Campaign to Help Charities 


If one Atlantan of every 100 should know 
and apply to his own conduct the parable of 
the Good Samaritan, Allen D. Albert, Ro- 
tarian leader, an audience in the Ponce de 
Leon Baptist church last night, there would 
be no occasion nor need for the Rotarians’ 
campaign in behalf of the Associated 
Charities to be launched upon today and to 
continue through the weék. 

Mr. Albert, formerly a Washington, D. C., 
newspaper man, prominent through his work 
as president of the Rotarians, and a 
civic expert and _ social service worker 
of international reputation, arrived in At- 
lanta from his home in Minneapolis last 
night, brought to the city, in which 
he is well known and appreciated, to 
lend his influence and aid toward making 
their campaign for Associated Charities funds 
an assured success. Upon his arrival he was 
taken almost directly from the station to 
the Piedmont hotel, where he is a guest for 
the week, thence to,the Ponce de Leon Bap- 
tist church, where his address, as a sort of 
prelude to the week’s work, supplanted the 
regular sermon by the pastor. The church 
offering of the evening was turned over in 
its entirety to the Associated Charities fund. 

“And he went to him and bound up his 
wounds and put him on his steed” might 
properly be said to have been Mr. Albert’s 
“text,” and he utilized that sentiment from 
the Good Samaritan parable as illustrative 
of the most effective form of charity—in 
fact, as the only truly Christian manner of 
dispensing it. His entire discourse was 
woven round and interwoven with the para- 
ble given as Christ’s answer to the lawyer 
who asked for an explanation of the term 
“neighbor,” and of the injunction ,‘‘Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” 

The passing out of money, he said, and 
“the dropping of things into an outstretched 
hand” is not the meaning of charity. The 
true charity, declared the speaker, consists in 
“going to the man fallen among the robbers, 
and putting him on his steed’—in other 
words, he pointed out, “in helping the needy 
to help themselves.” “And charity,” he said, 
“amounts to nothing without the spirit of 
Him.” 

“After twenty-five years of social serv- 
ice,”” declared Mr. Albert, “it’s my honest 
opinion that there is nothing else in the 
world which makes such a drain upon the 
spirit as that made upon the spirit of the 
trained charity worker.” 

In defense of organized and systematic 
charity, Mr. Albert said that “indiscriminate 
giving throughout the ages had produced

more weakness of character than discrimi- 
nate giving ever hopes to correct,” and he 
cited incidents and related narratives within 
his personal experience to illustrate the ac- 
tual harm which often results from the di- 
rect giving of money in the name of charity, 
and to show that the need of the average 
run of the poor is more a helping hand than 
cash. And he referred to organized charities 
as a means by which “to open the door, be- 
tween the need and the remedy.” 

“We Americans,” he said, “are the most 
utterly impractical people on the face of the 
earth,” and to illustrate this he quoted sta- 
tistics showing, op the one hand, the vast 
volume of waste throughout the country 
through preventable fires, accidents and dis- 
eases, and on the other hand the vast amount 
of money given away annually to in part 
compensate this, but which, he said, does not 
begin to do it. 

“It is a fact,’ said he, “that in the United 
States 1,846 lives are sacrificed every day 
through preventable and curable diseases, 
and yet,” he said, in allusion to the waste of 
wealth given in the guise of “charity,” “it is 
a fact that the cities of Atlanta and Min- 
neapolis during the Christmas season of 1916 
will know orgies of reckless waste in the 
name of charity.” 

Mr. Albert said that “nothing in charity is 
being done on a scale as big as the need,” 
and getting down to what he declared would 
be a solution of the charity problem and a 
means that would eliminate suffering 
through poverty as a problem in this city, 
he said: 

“You Atlantans here in this church to- 
night could change the entire face of At- 
lanta’s problem. You few could do it if you 
would only get on fire; then you would com- 
municate the fire to others, then to their 
neighbors, and so on and on; and were ev- 
erybody to go to the man, bind up his wounds, 
put him on his steed, take him to the inn 
and say to the inn-keeper, ‘care for this 
man, and whatever more it shall cost you, 
when I return that I will repay,’ there would 
be no charity problem for Atlanta to solve.” 
And the “wounds,” he said, “are the lack of 
shoes, of stockings, of coats to keep bodies 
warm, the empty plates, the grates without 
fires in them, the empty coal bins.’’

At the First Presbyterian Church 


Home-coming day Sunday at the First 
Presbyterian church brought a congregation 
which crowded the church toits capacity. Dr. 
J. Sprole Lyons in speaking of the anniversary 
of the first service in the new building, and 
of the year of growth and blessing which the 
church has enjoyed, likened the services of 
the day to the beautiful autumn festival of 
“Ingathering” as observed by the ancient 
Jews. It was the time when they celebrat- 
ed the goodness of God in the bounty of the 
harvest which was then completely garnered, 
and when they made their plans for the 
coming season. 

He said “The past year has been marked 
by many interesting features, all of which 


gives occasion for gratitude to the members 


of this church. It has beep a year of healthy 
growth in membership.

No special pres- 
sure has been brought to bear to bring peo- 
ple into the membership. It has been a vol- 
untary growth.” 

Speaking of the work of the congregation, 
he said, “There is a new and most significant 
initiative in the life of the congregation. 
Everybody does not wait for the pastor to 
suggest, and then do most of the work in 
advance efforts. The Sunday school and mis- 
sion work has greatly advanced during the 
year.” He also congratulated the congre- 
gation on their generous support of the finan- 
cial life of the church, so that all obliga- 
tions are promptly met, and there is no drag 
or discouragement due to debt.

Dr. Lyons called attention to the probabil- 
ity that during the next twelve months there 
will be the ending of the great war, and 
that practically a new world will be before 
us. He urged the necessity for the church 
of Christ to be at its best for the great day 
of settlement so soon to come, and expressed 
the hope and confidence that his congrega- 
tion may be one of a great multitude of 
Christian churches to bring to bear upon the 
immediate world crisis an effective counsel] 
for peace and good will for all the world.

| Proper Education Best 


Method to Check Exodus of 
Negroes, Says Bishop Nelson 


Editor Constitution: Having carefully 
read your editorial of Saturday on the ex- 
odus of negroes from the south, I desire to 
add my confirmation of your position. Speak- 
ing from an experience of twenty-five years 
in which time I have been instrumental in 
supplying educational facilities to many 
thousands of negro children to whom for 
various causes (chiefly lack of accommoda- 
tion and equipment) this privilege has been 
withheld, I maintain that you are right. 

There are at present over 1,500 children 
in the schools which I opened for which I 
haye been responsible in the state of Geor- 
gia. 

Three deductions from the knowledge 
gained in practice are worth a good deal in 
the consideration of the main question, and 
ought not to be overlooked by those who 
have the welfare of the whole south at heart: 

First, that the negroes of the class which 

is most needed and who ought to be induced 
to remain here are keenly alive to the im- 
portance of education and are securing it at 
all costs. 
Second, the provision for their education 
is notably insufficient ang inefficient, both 
as to school houses, teachers, Salaries, equip- 
ment and the primary need of mere accommo- 
dation of pupils. 

Third, that proper and well conducted 
schools are of the highest economic Value 
(independently of philanthropy), produce a 
better class of citizens, conduce to good or- 
der and better help, and reduce the number 
of criminals in those communities where 
Such schools are encouraged. 

In illustration of the worth 
schools I cite the cases of those in

New Leader for Senate. 

The senate will have three new mem- 
bers to inaugurate when the gavel falls 
tomorrow. It also must elect a new 
president pro tempore owing to the 
death of Senator James P. Clarke, of 
Arkansas. A new majority leader must 
be elected for the next senate owing 
t6 the defeat of Senator Kern, of Indi- 
ana, and there is considerable maneu- 
vering among,democratic senators for 
the honor of president pro tempore. 
Some senators who covet the leadership 
in“the next senate are being urged to 
accept the vacancy but are reluctant to 
do so. Among those under considera- 
tion are Sentaors Saulsbury, of Dela- 
ware; Walsh, of Montana; Overman, 
North Carolina, and Bankhead, Ala- 
bama.

Boys Needed Cheering. 

“T went down there,” said the’ gov- 
ernor, “partly because I have been get- 
ting letters from there indicating that 
the boys needed cheering up and were 
beginning to feel neglected and weary 
of being away from home so long, and 
partly because I wanted to show them 
that I am interested in them as Geor- 
ria boys—-that although they are in 
the national service they are still, to 
me, the National Guard of Georgia. And 
I am well satisfied that my visit ma- 
terially heartened them up.” 

At El Paso Governor Harris attend- 
ed a banquet given in his honor by the 
1 Paso Chamber of Commerce, and he 
made an address in which he bespoke 
for the Georgia soldiers the particular 
care and attention of the citizens of El 
Paso. " 

“Atlanta,” he said at the banquet, “is 
the ‘gate city to the south’; El Paso, 
as it name implies, and as it claims to 
be, is the ‘gate city to the north,’ and 
Atlanta is the only city south of Balti- 
more which sent a full regiment to the 
border.

Members of Company C, Fifth Geor- 
gia infantry, known as the Atlanta 
guards, claim the proud distinction of 
being the first of Georgia’s militia to 
be made targets by Mexicans across 
the Rio Grande. 

The Atlantans were on outpost duty 


when they first heard the sing of has- 
tile bullets, fired at them while they 
Sat around their fire cooking supper. 

An account of the string evening 
during which 250 shots were exchanged 
between United States outposts and 
Mexicans is contained in the follow- 
ing letter, written by members of Com- 
pany C to The Constitution: 


El Paso, Texas; Nov. 27, 1916. 


) Editor Atlanta Constitution, 


Atlanta, 

Ga, 

Dear Sir: You will find enclosed a 
picture of some of the boys of Com- 
pany C, Fifth Georgia infantry, better 
known as the Atlanta guards, on out- 
post duty on the Rio Grande, near El 
Paso, Texas. 

The night following the day this pic- 
ture was made was the liveliest on 
this part of the border in some moanths, 
fully 250 shots being fired during the 
night between outposts in the vicinity 
and Mexicans. . 

That night as the boys were sitting 
around the fire cooking supper ‘several 
shots were fired at them by Mexicans, 
giving them the distinction of being 
the first Georgia boys to he under 
Mexican fire. 


’ 

Most of the firing was supposed to 
have been done by bands of Mexicans, 
on account of the success of Villa 
around Chihuahua. They had been try- 
ing for several days to smuggle horses 
and cattle across the border. 

During all the firing the boys kept 
cool heads and would not fire until 
they could see something to shoot at. 
All of us had 220 rounds apiece. 

Hoping you all the success in the 
world and that you can find use of this 
picture and letter, we are as ever your 
Atlanta boys: Corporal J. R. Oliver, 
Private C. S. Salter, Private R. Y. Dun- 
ford, Private E. N. Wood, Private L. R.

At that point, because of the Rio 
Grande’ having changed its course, the 
international boundary line is several 
hundred yards from the river. 

Mexican soldiers patrol the Mexican 
side, while American soldiers guard 
the United States side of the line, the 
respective sentries pacing their beats 
within arm’s reach of each other, the 
governor explained. 

“Our Georgia boys,” he said, “of 
course, have to take their turns at 
guard duty; and I tell you it’s pretty 
trying work for some of our young 
fetlows. There is no fun in it, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
Mexicans have to be watched every 
minute of the _ time. This is extra 
hazardous on dark nights, because the 
American sentry never knows what 
minute some treacherous Mexican may 
be lurking near to sneak up and stab 
or brain him. Not long ago one of 
the American soldiers—not a Georgia 
boy—was hit in the head by a Mexi- 
can soldier, and well on the American 
side of the line, too. If anybody thinks 
it is child’s play to be a soldier on that 
border right now he is badly mistaken.

Statements were issued Sunday by 
H. O. Teat, president of Kennesaw 
lodge, No. 247, Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, and 
one of the most active leaders in the 
Street car strike, and by other labor 
union members, in which they differed 
with Tull C. Waters, chairman of the 
strike settlement committee, over how 
organized labor will vote in the may- 
Oralty contest at the etection Wednes- 
day. 

Mr. Waters, as chairman of and by 
order of this committee, which was ap- 
pointed by labor organizations, on Sat- 
urday issued a statement in which he 
announced the committee had employed 
Thomas B. Felder to offer his services 
to the solicitor in the prosecution of 
the men who have confessed to dyna- 
miting street cars. He pointed out that 
organized labor is opposed to violence, 
and that the committee was anxious 
that men guilty of dynamiting be given 
the limit of the law. 

Statement by Waters. 

In regard to the contest for mayor- 
alty in which Asa G. Candler. nominee, 
is being opposed by A. M. Corrie. the 
committee statement.had this to say: 

“The members of the committee are sup- 
porting the nominee of the white primary 
held in Atlanta for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a candidate for the position of 
mayor of the city. No labor organization 
under its charter and by-laws can support, 
as an organization, the candidacy of any 
man for any office, but in the opinion of 


this committee the majority of laboring 
men and their leaders in Atlanta will up- 
hold the primary which has rescued the 
south from the carpet-bag rule, and we be- 
lieve thdt at this juncture no laboring man, 
who gives the matter thought, can afford, 
or will attempt, to repudiate the obligation 
which rests upon every man who vot in 
the primary to support the nominee of that 
institution. 

“The members of the labor unions have 
regard for the obligation which rests upon 
them as citizens of Atlanta.’”’

For the other halfback as a mate to 
Strupper, we pick Wortham, of Se- 
wanee, a counterpart to the elusive 
“Strup.” Wortham gained on every 
team the Tigers played and gained con- 
sistently, even when the Tigers were 
losing. He played next to Strupper, 
the most consistent halfback of any 
back in the south. 


The First Defense. 


We have mentioned Phillips alveot?: 
What of the guards? Lang, of Tec 
was an almost unanimous choice last 
season, and his 1916 play surpassed that 
of 1915. But of the other guard. Why 
place Robinson, a center and a light 
man, at that guard over Carman, Lowe 
and others that might be mentioned. 

Robinson played the best individual 
defensive game of any player in the 
isouth during the season, back or line- 
man, and in every game, not just one, 
it was Robinson who was the shining 
light for the Plainsmen. [Did we not 
have Phillips we would have placed 
him at center, but he cannot be kept 
off the eleven, therefore he is placed 
at the other guard berth. 

We choose Carpenter, of Tech, and 
Cooper, of L. S. U., for our tackles. 
Both stand over six feet, both have 
plenty of football experience, os of 
weight, yet a world of speed, and in 
not a single game played during the 
year were they thrown out of plays 
boxed in or outplayed by their oppo- 
nents. They are the best tackles of 
the year, not excepting Cody, of Van- 
derbilt, and McConnell, of Georgia, 
corking players. 

This leaves us the ends, and here 
our choice is easy. We switch Cody, 
of Vandy, to an end because he plays 
end as much as tackle under the Van- 
derbilt system, and give the other end 
berth to Captain Graham Vowell, of 
| Tennessee, considered by everyone who 
has seen him play as the best end in 
the south. 

This forces us to leave Steed, of Au- 
burn, a sterling player, off of our 
team. We could use him at most any 
position on the team. He has played 
end, tackle, in the backfield, in fact, 
anywhere his team needed him. We are 
forced to admit he might be even more 
valuable to the eleven as a whole than 
Cooper, but of the two Cooper was our 
choice. That's to whom it narrowed 
when we were considering our tackles. 


Summing Up Eleven. 


Summing up the eleven, we find that 
in Strupper and Wortham we have two 
of the fleetest broken-field runners 
in the south, elusive to the last degree; 
in Spence, the best bucking fullback, 
and in Morrison, the best field general, 
the best hurler of forward passes and 
a grand defensive man. 

On the defense, with Phillips and 
Robinson backing up the center of the 
line, and Cody and Vowell handling the 
defensive ends, and Morrison and Strup- 
per in the secondary defense with 
Wortham as safety man, it would be a 
busy day for any team that tackled that 
combination. 

Cody and Spence could satisfy any 
coach on the field goal possibilities 
at any stage, from any angle and from 
any distance, while Strupper could take 
care of the punting, with Morrison to 
fall back ‘on if necessary.

“ON STOBK MARKET 


New York, December 3.—All other 
events of a week replete with interest- 
ing developments on the stock market 
were subordinated to the note of cau- 
tion sounded by the federal reserve 
‘board regarding the proposed Angee 
French short-term loan and the subse- 
quent cancellation of that project. 

Second in importance was the rise 
in call loans to 6% per cent, the high- 
est rate of the year and a direct out- 
come of the steady dwindling of local 
reserves in the three preceding weeks. 

According to reliable data there was 
no slackening dufing the past month 
of the country’s general activities, 
Many new commercial and industrial 
records were made anu the last month 
of the year gives promise of greater 
productivity. 

Temporary recessions in the quoted 
values of securities were preceded by 
declines in the more important staples 
and commodities, especially cotton and 
grains, in which speculative extrava- 
gance had exceeded operations in the 
stock market. These reyersals were 
viewed with complacency. 

Widespread increase of wages was 
accepted as a natural concomitant of 
the advance in prices of virtually al! 
necessaries. The problem attendant 
upon this condition of cause and effect 
finds partial solution in the lessening 
of labor troubles and an increase in 
savings bank deposits. 

In the stock market prices while 
somewhat irregular, were well ‘'sustain- 
ed. As yet there are no signs of year- 
end investment inquiry such as accrue 
from the release of large sums in in- 
terest and dividend payments. 

Wall street's indifference to peace 
rumors was seen in the almost con- 
tinuous depreciation of exchange on 
Germany and Austria. Further heavy 
imports of gold from entente nation's 
pointed to the pressing requirements 
of those powers.

two weeks’ recess. A motion will be 
presented by Solicitor General Davis 
with formal concurrence of coungel for 
the railroads, one the court to as- 
sign an early date for hearing of the 
government's appeal from the decision 
of Federal Judge Hook, of Kansas City, 
Mo., holding the law null and void. 

The railroad brotherhoods, according

rominent features of business in the 
ron trade industry. Of scarcely less 
importance is the continued placing of 
large orders for other railroad equlp- 
ment, especially for cars and the in- 
sistent demand for steel to be used in 
the construction of ships. 

Contracts placed for ingots, billets 
and bars designed for the manufacture 
of war munitions abroad now are es- 
timated at 1,300,000 tons for shipment 
in the second half of 1917. Of the to- 
tal 6007000 tone are credited to the 
linited States Steel corporation and 
700,000 tons to independent mills. In- 
cluding sales for export in the first 
half of next year the entente allied 
governments now have secured 2,000,000 
tons of American shell steel to be ship- 
ped in 1917, Sales are reported at 4 
to 4% cents per pound. 

Domestic railroads have either closed 
contracts or reserved mill space for 
1,000,000 tons of standard section rails 
for rolling and shipment in 1918 at the 
recent advance in prices. 

The southern roads have called for 
100,000 tons. 

Merchant car builders took orders 
for nearly 40,000 cars in November, 
making a total of 78,500 bought in the 
last three months, 

Foreign ship yards want 150,000 tons 
of steel plates and shapes and domes- 
tic boat builders would buy as much 
more if it were available. A few con- 
tracts are being close. 

November sales of pig iron are esti- 
mated at 1,800,000 tons, including 500,- 
000 tons during the tast week. 
are the heaviest monthly sales ever 
reported. Prices of steel making iron 
have again advanced $3 to $5 per ton. 


N,, 0. & ST. L. CONCEDES 
BROTHERHOOD DEMANDS 


In Regard to Recognizing Joint 
Committee — Explanation 
by President Peyton. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 3.—At a 
conference here today with G. W. W. 
Hanger, of the federal board of media- 
tion and conciliation, President J. H. 
Peyton, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louls Railway company, agreed 
to the demand of the brotherhoods of 
the enginemen, engineers, conductors 
and trainmen that the railway company 
recognize a joint committee of the four 
brotherhoods to discuss individual and 
joint grievanees. The brothedhood and 
railway officials also agreed to submit 
twelve pending individual and joint 
S@rievances to the government official 
for mediation. Tonight the brother- 
hood representatives are presenting to 
him their claims in regard to the twelve 
grievances. The railway company will 
submit counter claims tomorrow. 

The railroad officials tonight issued 
the following statement: 

“Mr. Peyton wishes to say to the 
public that in reaching this conclusion 
his mind was influenced by general 
conditions affecting the country; the 
fact that the question of meeting the 
four organizations jointly really is not 
of very material importance except for 
its bearing upon the general question 
of the sanctity of contracts; the fact 
th a strike just now would cause a 
great deal of suffering along the lines 
of the railroad, particularly in towns 
and communities entirely 
upon this system for their supply of 
coal, the stock of which is now at a 
minimum throughout the country, and 
by the further fact that congress as- 
sembles tomorrow, and that the presi- 
dent of the United States, in an ad- 
dress before a joint session of the two 
houses of congress on August 29, 1916,

Phelps, a farmer of West Shelby, Or- 
leans county, in March 1915, was com- 
muted to life imprisonment by Gov- 
ernor Whitman today. 

Stielow was charged with slaying 
the Phelps housekeeper, Margaret Wel- 
cott, but was not tried on that count. 
His conviction was sustained by the 
court of appeals and Governor Whit- 
man three ¢4imes granted him a re- 
prieve. 

“On the strength of a confession of 
Erwin King that he and not Stielow 
had killed Phelps, supreme Justice 
Guy granted the condemned man a 
stay of execution a few hours before 
the time set for his death, but an ex- 
traordinary session of the supreme court 
resulted in a refusal] to interfere and 
the court of appeals later set the week 
of December 11 as the time for execu- 
tion. In the meantime King repudi- 
ated his confession. Governor Whit- 
man’s statement of his reason (for 
clemency read in part: 

“TI believe that Stielow is guilty. 
Twelve jurors and ten judges have 
passed upon this case without one 
dissenting opinion. 

“T eannot escape the conviction, 

that there is a_- possibility, 
that 


this defendant is not guilty.”

ALLIED FMBARGO 
ON GREEK SHIPPING 


King Constantine Must 

Make Reparation for At- 
tack on Entente Troops. 
The Allied Troops Leave 
Athens. 


Paris, December 3.—An embargo has 
been placed on all Greek shipping in 
French ang other ports of the entente 
allies in consequence of the recent 
events in Athens. 

The Matin states that Athos Ro- 
manos, Greek minister to France, has 
sent his resignation to his government 
on account of the aggression of Greek 
troops against the forces disembarked 
by the allies. 

The Havas Athens correspondent tel- 
egraphs an account of recent events in 
Greece, beginning with King Constan- 
tine’s offer last month to deliver to the 
allies the greater part of the artillery 
and munitions in Greece on condition 
that he might preserve neutraiity. This 
engagement, the correspundent says, 
was not carried out, as the government 
declined to ratify it. Moreover, the 
king declared he was unable to guar- 
antee that order would be observed in 
the streets of Athens or that his wishes 
would be respected. Consequently at 
the expiration of the time for the de- 
livery of the first lot of guns, Vice Ad- 
miral du Fournet, having received in- 
formation that trouble was imminent, 
disembarked troops. The admirai had 
been instructed by the French govern- 
ment that the guns were not to be 
taken by force, the correspondent says, 
but Greek troops opened the attack on 
the French with rifles, machine guns 
and cannon, killing some and wound- 
ing others. 

Allies Want Reparation. 

“Owing to these conditions and in 
consequence of what has taken place,” 
the dispatch concludes, “the allied gov- 
ernments have decided to take ener- 
getic measures to obtain all repara- 
tion due.” 

The firing at Athens diminished 
during the night and now has 
ceased, says a Havas dispatch from 
that city. The entente troops have 
been sent back from Athens to Piraeus. 

The Greek government has offered 
six mountain batteries to Vice Admiral 
Du Fournet, but the entente ministers 
have received instructions from their 
governments to declare to the Greek 
authorities that it is no longer merely 
a question of the cession of war ma- 
terials, but a far more serious question 
and that reparation must be made cor- 
responding with the gravity of the as- 
sault on the allied troops. , 

The removal from office of Mayor 
Benakis of Athens, formerly member of 
the Venizelos ministry, is reported in 
a Havas dispatch from. Athens. M. 
Benakis has been replaced by M. Mar- 
kouris, former mayor, and one of the 
chiefs of the reservists. 

General Dousmanis and Colonel Me- 
taxis, who are regarded as opposed to 
the entente, have resumed their func- 
tions at the head of the Greek gen- 
eral staff. 

VENIZELIST LEADER 
ARRESTED IN ATHENS. 


Athens, December 2.—( Via London, 
December 3.)—General Corakas, head 
of the Venizelist recruiting bureau, has 
been arrested charged with inciting 
guerilla warfare in Athens and using 
his room in the Hotel Majestic as a 
point from which to fire upon soldiers 
and civilidns. A number of soldiers de- 
posed that Corakas paid 265 drachmas 
a head to induce soldiers to desert the 
army and join the Venizelists at Salo» 
niki. General Corakas will probably 
be tried on a charge of abetting trea- 
s 


on.,. 

M. Boulajanis, editor of the obscure 
Venizelist journal, Astyr, also has been 
arrested. It is asserted that he was 
found to be carrying 51,000 drachmas. 
The Venizelist police -lieutenant, Ma- 
roudas, was taken into custody while 
carrying 20,000 drachmas. 

The entente powers have agreed to 
remove their representatives who have 
been in control of the Greok postal and 
telegraph services.

Washington, December 3.—Giant For- 
est, the privately owned tract of the 
world’s largest trees in the heart of 
the Sequoia National park, is about to 
pass into the hands of the government 
through co-operation between the in- 
terior department and the National 
Geographic society.
